DESTRUCTIVE FIRE 


Million Dollar Damage Done to Range 
North of Lethbridge and Farmers 
Lose Crops, 


Lethbridge, Sept. 23.—Meagre re- 
ports of what was probably one of the 
most destructive prairie fires.yet re- 
corded are just beginning to come 
{hrough from the district affected, 
From all accounts the fire started about 
eight miles north east of Sterling be- 
tween the Chin and Kipp Coulees, and 
R, Charvey, who had some difficulty 
in getting his sheep out of the track 
of the fire, says that a million dollars 
Will not ‘cover the damage to the range, 
The fire started at about 3 o'clock in 
the afternoon and swept southward for 
nearly 20 miles, covering about. five 
miles in width, One or lwo farmers 
of Sterling are said to have lost val- 
uable crops,

SURPRISING 


Tall Oats Vie With Mammoth 
Vegetables in Office of In- 
dustrial Commissioner, 


It would be time well spent if the 
residents of the city would visit the 
oftive of the industrial commissioner on 
the fifth floor of the new civic Duild- 
ing and seé the display of grains and 
vegelables grown this year in Central 
Alberta. ‘The entire side of one room 
Is decorated with ali kinds of grasses, 
grains and vegetables. There are 
saniples of wild peas that grew to a 
height of eight feet; there are samples 


of oats on’ the stalk that reached al: 


height of six feet and four inches; 
(here are samples of mammoth cab- 
bage that will tip the scales al 25 
pounds. 

Beneath the wall dining there” Aare a 
number of shelves completely filled 
with all kinds of samples of grain’ fn 
glass bottles. The yield this year is 
very heavy, the oals weighing as high 
as 50 pounds to the bushel, and yield- 
ing 70° bushels to the acre. This re- 
sult will be better understood — by 
those who are not entirely conversant 
with what should constitute a falr crop 
when it fs recalled that in the States 
88 pounds fs the required weight for 
oats, while here in Alberta they are 
running over 40 pounds to the bushel. 

An interesting letter bearing along} 
this line was recelved this week from 
I. M. Rigney, a farmer from Ron Ac- 
cord, Alberta, now. visiling points in 
Mlinois, where he formerly lived. Mr. 
Rieney says that the oat crop down 
there is practically a failure, the corn 
is vielding from 35 to 50 per cent., 
while the avnles and peaches are fall- 
ing off the trees withered and wormy. 
Land that has sold over $200 an acre, 
he states, has denrectated considerably, 
Potatoes and garden truck in many see- 
tlons are very noor and In seme cases 
almost entire failures. 

Mr. Rignev has written to the fn- 
dustrial. commissioner. for advertising 
matter and intends doing some nublici- 
ty work for Alberta before returning 
to his farm here, In sneaking of the 
crons as they anneared to him while 
on his way south through Canada, he 
wriles: “Tam eonvineed that Canada 
must have one of the Dest crops ever 
seen in her history and one that should 
make the citizens feel proud of thelr 
couniry.”

REBELS BLOW UP 
RAILWAY TRAIN 


Estimated 30 Mipeccancers Are 
Killed n Mexico by Dynamite 
GI harge UI Under Cars. 


Mexico City, “Sept. 23.—A north 
bound train on the Mexican Natonal 
railway has been dynamited by the 
rebels of the Vaneyas, n the northern 
part of the state of San Luis Potosi. 
From the meagre reports received here 
it is believed that 30 were killed. The 
train left here Saturday night but turn- 
ed back al Vanegas on account of 
blown up brdges north. The locomo- 
tive passed safely over the dynamite 
charges but the baggage car and two 
coaches were destroyed, The passen- 
gers killed were in the second class 
coach. The telegraph lines have been 
cut both north and south of the scene. 
Troops were sent from San Luis Potosi 
today to round up the rebels, 

Despatches from San Luis Potosi, the 
capital of the state, say that on Satur- 
day rebels estimated to number 1,000 
sacked the town of Vanado and routed 
a federal force of 60 men at Laguna 
Seca, The rebels reached Chareas on 
Sunday well armed and supplied with 
dynamile, The altack on the train this 
morning is presumed to have bee:

mittee of the last congress, Senator 
Shafroth, of Colorado, tried vainly to 
secure an agreement to close the hear- 
Ing before the committee on Saturday, 
October 4, but no other member of the 
committee supported his suggestion, 
Senator Reed, Missouri, Bristow o1 
Kansas, and Weeks, Massachusetts, de- 
clared emphatically against any at- 
tempt to limit the consideration of the 
bill. ‘ 

Senators Hileheock and Bristow 
throughout the day insisted that the 
bill should confer On member banks in 
the system, as a matter of right, the 
authority to go to the federal reserve 
banks and demand the re-discount of 
their paper, Mr. Untermeyer opposed 
this, and also vigorously condemned a 
scheme proposed bY Senator Bristow 
whereby the regional reserve banks 
would be eliminated, and the member 
allowed to go directly to the govern- 
ment to secure curreney on their com- 
mereial paper. 

The lawyer agreed with Senator 
Nelson that the reserv enotes should 
be made redeemable in gold and not in 
“gold or lawful money" as provided by 
the bill. y ;

$60,000,000 was owing to mortgage com- 
panies, $35,000,000 to machinery com- 
panies, $20,000,000 to merchants, and 
about $10,000,000 other debts, If, Mr, Has- 
Jam> doclared, the western farmer was to 
take one-seventh of his crop each year, not 
an out-of-the-way. proportion, to pay off 
hits debt8, he would-be clear {tn seven years, 
and ecouomically vastly better off than 
any farmer {n the world. 

Freight Charges Would Help.

Racial and religious Ifberty were the 
breezes ‘that stirred the British flag in 
all climes, said Mr. Turgeon, and he 
who stimulated bigotry and race preju- 
dice was disloyal. 


Mr. Weldenhammer, member for 
Stony Plain, has ‘evidently nad some 
correspondence vith, Mr. Jotin Stocks, 
deputy minister of public works. The 
burden of Mr. Weidenhammer's ad- 
dress was that the deputy minister de- 
clined to heed all ‘the requests for 
roads and bridges in Stony Plain con- 
stituency.

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THE FULFILMENT OF THE 
WATERWAYS CONTRACT, < 

After two years and ten months of time lost, the price the province pays for the 
pyrotechnics of R. B. Bennett in the legislature, the Alberta government under Premier Sil- 
ton has provided a solution for the difficulty into which the province was precipitated by the 
decision of the privy council declaring ultra vires the legislation cancelling the Alberta and 
Great Waterways and the road is to be built within as short a time as humanly possible and 
upon terms essentially the same in every respect as provided in the original contract with 
the Waterways company, In fact, the legislation forecasted in the letter read by the premier 
to the house Monday in which the McArthurs outline what they are prepared to do in the 
matter specifically declares that they are taking over the Great Waterways railway. 

To Edmonton the news that the railway is to be built, that construction is to be com- 
menced at once and that it is to be completed within two years will be cheering indeed. 

Upon no other single project does the future of Edmonton so much depend as upon this road 
which is due to open and preserve the trade of the north to Edmonton, the focal point for the 
past hundred years, and those acquainted with the railway situation will realize that there is 
necessity for very quick construction if the proposal to tap the north country from the east is 
to be forestalled. eis cae 

It is quite to be expected that when the legislation comes into the house a great 
deat of self-approbation will be indulged in by the opposition, their probable intention being 
to show that the contract as outlined in the McArthur letter is in some tangible respect 
different from the original proposal, but those who have followed the. matter closely will 
realize that even should the route now chosen swing the road to the east of Lac la Biche, it 
would then be merely following the original charter, that of the now-forgotten Athabasca rail- 
way, which originally proposed to build to the east and south of that lake. As for the speci- 
fications, those familiar with railroading will récognize that the Dunvegan specifications and 
the original specifications of the Waterways were in all main essentially the same. Further: 
more, the premier points out that the proposal is to build a road “between the terminals 
mentioned in the original bili,” which means Edmonton and Fort McMurray 

At the time the Waterways bill was before the house for criticism, much was made 
of the allegation that more miles of railway were being guaranteed than there were miles 
of. distance between Edmonton and Fort McMurray. This allegation, however, was 
groundless, the original bill providing, just-as the proposal submitted through the premier 
{rom the McArthurs provides, that whatever mileage there is guaranteed in excess of the 
mileage from Edmonton to Fort McMurray was to have been applied toward the construction 
of branch lines. Those who remember the discusson of the original proposal in the house 
will recollect that it was clearly understood that there was to have been a branch line from 
Athabasca to Lac la Biche, and this is the arrangement which common sense would dictate 
as the one for the present contractors to accept as the proper branch upon which to fix the 

remainder of the guarantee. From the point of view of the residents of Athabasca, the 
circumstance that the road may go east of Lac la Biche, instead of west as at one time 
mapped, will be more satisfactory, as it will provide for Athabasca a clear control of tributary 
territory while at the same time furnishing the connection with the north country which 
Athabascans demand as theirs by the right of geographical proximity. 

The crowning feature of the legislation as at present proposed in the premier’s fore- 
cast, however, is the circumstance that everyone is satisfied. The bank, which was the 
party behind the litigation carried to the privy council, the bond holders, who were party to 
the suit, and the railway company, in whose name one branch of the litigation was carried on, 
have all been satisfied, as the: proposal from the McArthurs clearly indicates. Certainly 
the government must he satisffed, else it would not now be bringing in the legislation, and the 
people of Edmonton should be satisfied to know that now no further complications will inter- 
vene to prevent the early installation of railway facilities for the north as originally provided. 
In fact, even Mr. Bennett, who had such an important role in the drama of three years ago, 
should be satisfied, the crux of his attack being based upon the allegation that the company 
with whom the Rutherford government was dealing in the Waterways contract were not de- 
pendable railway men, Mr. Bennett claimed, and reiterated time after time, that had the

Whatever may be the inner feelings of Robert 
Campbell, member for Rocky Mountain, upon the 
all-absorbing question of sosial or labor legislation, 
he is entitled to considerable sympathy for the sit- 
uation which he finds himself in as the conservative 
member for a division which is not, cannot and will 
never be, a conservative constituency.

All this listens very well from the member for 
Rocky Mountain, and certainly has a tendency to- 
ward the sentiments and cherished hopes of the re- 
sidents of the constituency which he represents.

for the workingman, while he will have the case of 
the conservative party in Great Britain at the pres- 
ent moment ready to precipitate bloodshed if there- 
by attention may be distracted from the social ley- 
islation which is doing so much toward the eman- 
cipation of the very class of people who constitute 
the bulk of Mr. Campbell’s constituents in Rocky 
Mountain. When he comes to cast his vote in favor 
of technical education for the coal miners he will 
find his partizans in the legislature besotted with 
the same quibbling objections and digressions that, 
marked their course when the government was 
making its first bold step toward technical education 
by providing the same for the farmers’ sons of this 
province. 

Mr. Campbell is certainly entitled to some sym- 
pathy in the situation in which he finds himself. 
If he is going to vote with his party, he must do so 


at the expense of his own standing in the consti- - 


tuency which he chances to be representing, while 
if he attempts to follow in the legislature the course 
which the desires of his constituency dictate he will 
have to vote with the liberal party upon every item 
of legislation touching the questions in which his 
constituents are vitally interested. 

Mr. Campbell’s proper course and the course 
which he would follow if he were a big man, would 
be to dismiss the pretence that a conservative can 
consistently represent a division such as Rocky 
Mountain, and cross the floor.

The man of the house {s often so|uine Navajo rugs, and the only orna- 


ments are goo examples of Inqalan 
pottery and basketry. This kind of

As a man's needs are fewer than a 
Woman's, the furnishings of his room 
should be carried out with great sim- 
plicity. It is certainly not the place 
for ruffles and furbelows. After all 
home is the place where men “nee 
new thely strength and courage 
quite as much as ever it was, and go 
comfort should be the guiding prin- 
elple of all attempts at decoration 
Where they are concerned, Chairs 
that have not only the appearance of 
being comfortable but really are so, 
Substantial tables of generous size, wilh 
lees that allow one to sit close to 
them while reading under a lamp, 
desks that provide elbow room and that 
do nol shake with every movement of 
the writer's hand, curtains that are 
easily adjusted for admitting and shut- 
ling out the Hght—these are a few 
jot the necessities that stand for com- 
}fort in a man's room. 

‘The woman who really wants to 
caler to mah's taste in these matters 
will do well to select furnishings that 
are honest in workmanship and har- 
monious, nol only as to pattern, but 
also in relation to the other furnish- 
ings of the room in. which they are 
lo be placed. With these essentials 
provided, the man should be allowed 
—nay, forced if necessary, to select 
for himself any embellishments in the 
Way of pictures and ornaments, 

Too often men's rooms are made 
| the depository of odds and ends of 
jfurniture that should only have been 
|relegated to the storeroom, ‘Quaint 
) effects,” such as door harps, — fairy 
jlamps, Chinese mandarin figures wilh 
nodding heads, queer receptacles for 
holding clgars and tobacco, curious 
chairs that were never made to sit 
in, will be suffered by only ithe most 
good-natured or most fatuous of men. 


WHAT BAD ROADS COST. 

There has been, even snce the com- 
mencement of the country-wide agita- 
tion for good roads, a large amount of 
generalization about the excessive cost 
of bad roads. That there was exces- 
{sive cost, in a general way, could be 
readily shown, It requires no argu- 
jment to prove that it costs very much 
more to transport goods in 500-pound 
lots over muddy country roads than it 
would to transport ‘them In two-ton 
lots, wilh the same number of horses, 
over a well-paved modern highway, 

No atlempt, however, has ben made 
until recently to callate the exact data, 
or data even approaching the exact, on 
ths subject. In the current number of 
the American Review of Reviews Wal- 
ter (. 'Nffany, however, gives some 
data collected by a ‘committee of the 
Minneapolis Civic and Commerce asso- 
ciation, 

This committee took for investigation 
the farming district in the vicinity of 
‘Minneapolis, covering 750 miles™of 
area, The committee made a thorough 
canvas of this district, occupied by 
4,069 farmers, collated the data cover- 
ing the amount of farm produce hauled 
to market, the number of trips taken, 
the tme ovcupied, the loads carried, 
the prices at which sold, and the Ike. 
From this an exhaustive set of statistics 
was prepared, from which it is possible 
(o learn, so far as this particular dis- 
Irict. Ss concerned, what bad reads are 
costing the farmers in actual dollars 
and cents, 

Without going fully nto these stals- 
ics, t is enough to -say that the con- 
felusions were that if there were good, 
‘modern roads for the entire district 
\the actual saving in cost per annum to 
farmers, merehants and manufacturers 
world be $4,518,000. ‘Phe final con- 
felusion was that if this community 
were bonded for as much as $22,900,- 
900 and the whole amount nyested in 
hihe consimietion of good roads, ‘| 
Iwould break even on the nvestment. — |

Heinie Wagner, the Red Sox short- 
slop who played such a big part in 
avinning. the world’s ehampionshp for 
Boston that the fans dubbed him ‘Nhe 
ball club," Avill celebrate his‘ thirty- 
second birthday today, Heinie's orig- 
inal monaker was Charles, and he was 
born in the Harlem ‘section of — the 
Amerioan metropdis%on September, 28, 
1881. 
nine inches ‘of- stat\varts manhvod. in 
New York City, and his first. base- 
ball experience was gained as an-aina- 
teur and seml-professional player tn 
that village. He was signed by. the 
Giants in 1901, but was turned over 
to the Columbus, O., clu) of the West- 
ern league, He played in the outer 
garden for Columbus that year, but in 
1902 he was tried out at short. Early 
in the season he received an injury that 
put him out of the game for a time, 
and Columbus gave him his release. 
It was a disguised blessing, for the 
Giants gave him another chance when 
he had recovered, and Heinle got away 
With it.
